Shipping.—The total number of 
junks entered and cleared at the 
Native Customs was 14,568, aggre- 
gating, 8,387,602 tons, an increase 
of 475,000 tons over last year’s 
figures.

Revenue.—The collection for the 
year, excluding famine relief surtax 
collected during January, was Hk, 
Tis. 82,600, an increase of over Hk. 
Tls..21,000 when compared with.the 
collection for 1926. : 
. Trade.—The value of trade pass- 
ing through the Native Customs 
reached Hk, Tis, 11,066,668, an in- 
crease of over 8 million taels on the 
figures of the previous year. The 
total value of imports was greater

-- ARGUMENT AGAINST PRO- - 
POSED CHANGE. 


(To the Editor of the “Journal 
of Commerce.”} ‘ 


Sir,—The views of Mr. Lawrence 
Holt on matters’ concerning 
seafaring must necessarily carry 
considerable welght. , But. in 
the present case I feel that It is de- 
sirable to reiterate ‘what quite re- 
cently I publicly announced in res- 
pect of the very definite and deh: 
berate decision. of the management 
committee of the Guild-. all of them 
highly ekilled master . mariners of 
long. oxperfence—after mature dis- 
cussion; =. ; 

This decision was tha however 
much the present helm owners may 
be open to adverse criticism, Any 
departure from them could not be 
too strongly deprecated, bringing In 
its train, as it Inevitably would, the 
gravest possible perila, with prob- 
able great loss of life. These viows 
have subsequently been completely 
endorsed in “The Times" by Admiral 
W. H. Henderson, R.N. (Retd.), and 
by Captain R. C, D, Bradley, a com- 
mander of wide experience in the 
Merchant Navy, wl‘lst just recently 
1 Kave been favoured with a letter 
from that well-known authority on 
matters appertaining to the Mer- 
chant, Navy, Captain Sir David 
Wilson-Barker, .B.E., formerly 
commanding the ‘training ship 
“Worcester,” who ‘holds’ predisely 
the same opinion. Though not a 
complete endorsement, the opinions 
of the Collisions Committee of the 
Chamber of Shipping go a very long 
way in that direction. They clearly 
indicate that any change would be 
certain to-invite great risks. I would 
ask: 1s it wise to introduce innova-' 
tions when probably the last state 
of affairs would be worse than the 
first? - oo 

On looking up the figures as re- 
gards the merchant tonnage of the 
different maritime countries, I find 
that. whereas merchant ships of a 
total of 43,802,118 tons use the pre- 
sent helm orders, ships of a total 
tonnage of 21,890,792 tons use dif- 
ferent helm orders.

wheel may bear the name ‘of

change is made, despite the diver- 
sity of views which seems to exist;

THE “DEVI DANCE.” 

One more dance, with different 
musi¢ and time, has come from In- 
dia, following the “lama blues,” re- 
ported | recently; it iy the “devi 
dunce.

THE HOOD FIGHT AND OPEN. 
AIR BOXING, 


(By Eugene Corri.] 
Although the fight between Hood 


and Mancini was, from every point | . 


"of view, an unqualified success, it 
has ‘not’ been proved that open-air 
fighting in this country can be made 
a definite paying proposition. There 
must always be the weather difficul- 
ty, and the fact that those with a 
liking for boxing ‘expect to be in 
close touch with the ring and the 
performers, 

I fear that there must have been 
quite a few people at Perry Bar 
who could not properly appreciate 
what really happened during the 
bout, for the reason that they were 
.too far removed from the scene of 
action. If there was any certainty 
that the weather would be reason- 
ably consistent, perhaps open-air 
fighting would become almost as 
much of a vogue here aa it is in the 
States, and would well repay pro- 
‘moters if the right kind of matches 
awere made and moderate prices 
charged, However, the, chances are 
‘that there will be staged more 
fights at Birmingham, and that 
similar ventures will become fairly 
common in other centres. 

And -now about the actual fight. 
‘The victory of Hood I expected. I 
‘held the view that we had not seen 
Hood really extended dnd that he 
was so. keen on - retaining’ the 
Lonsdale Belt that he was. certain 
to put up a great show. It was 
always in favour of, Hood that he 
has a truly magnificent defence, 
and was the least likely man to go 
down -under the two-handed raids 
of Maneini. 

The failure of Hood to win except 
on points is being held against him. 
I will have it that he did enough 
to prove ‘that,..so far as British 
“welters are concerned, he is,in a 
class by, himself. There is none 
other so good: .To beat Mancini by: 

- such a, liberal margin: as ‘he did 
leaves no doubt as to his capacity. 
You may take it from me that there 
have been’ worse boxers than 
Mancini who have become’ cham- 
pions, The London-Italian fs a 
most difficult man to overcome.’ Ho 
‘fs not only dead “game,” but {8° a} 
very hard man to hit, and, besides, 
‘he can punch to some tune, I 
think he put more weight into his 
blows than did Hood. 

HOOD'S MASTERLY DEFENCE." 

But at Perry Bar he did not have 
‘more than a couple of opportunities 
to employ hig best blows, so excel- 
lontly arranged was the defence of 
Hood. Mancini had made up his

wonderful weapon, It ‘was alto- 
gether too much for Mancini. If 
that right of Hood’a was compar- 
‘able to his left, I should range my- 
self alongside those who predict a 
world’s title for him. But it isn’t, 
and that js the snag, for the present 
at least. 

However, I have - only the 
heartiest congratulation for Hood. 
What will bo hia next move? I do 
not know, It should. be his inten- 
tion to keep busy. Perhaps there 
is not a deal for him to.do at home 
ér anywhere else for the tinie being, 
for these are quiet days. 

But if I were he, I should avail; 
myself of any opportunity to keep 
my eye in that might present itgelf. 
1 have'a notion that he might. come 
out with a challenge to the winner 


if ho were to go after the middles. 


He is a natural welter, and so‘lang 
as Hood remains in that class ‘he 
must’. 
fiddle, | : 
out of. the Birmingham affair, 
my information is correct, he got

Keep right in the Hmelight, and, 
whatever fight comes along, grab it. 
For goodness sake.do not keep idle 
for longer than you can‘help.. I 
should say that there will be some 
work for'Scott on the other side 
in the early autumn, There is sure 
to be something doing immediately

‘IS DEMPSEY FINISHED? 


. We have it on the authority of 
Robert Edgren, who for many years 
‘has been my friend, and who, is 
about the most reliable writer’ on.

He has only altered in the sense 
that he keeps up ‘a-big establish- 
ment. 

He certainly has not got off: the 
rails, like so many of his predeces- 
sora have done. He has atuck to 
most of the money that has come 


him. It has. 
one of ‘the fortunate ones.- Still, 
so Jong as he.was of the game he 
gave us much to talk and write 
about, He will go into -history as 
a really great fighter. Up.to and 
including his contest with Firpo, he 
was a wonder, and I do believe that 
had he not been involved in 60 many 
legal troubles, he would still have 
been champion,

The purpose of Mr. Harris's 
book is (says the “Observer") to 
summarise and discuss the remark- 
able report lately published by the 
League of Nations.

GEORGE TREVELYAN ON 

4 GARIBALDI. 

["Garibaldi’s Defence of ‘the 
Roman Republic,” “Garibaldi 
and the Thousand,” “Garibaldi 
and the Making of Italy.” 
; (Longmans. 68. each).] 


[By Luigi Viltari.) 


Professor ' George | Trevelyan’s 
three volumes on the Garibaldi epic 
are now deservedly recognised as 
‘glassical works which no student: 
of the Risorgimento can afford to 
ignore.‘ Indeed, there ia no such 
complete study of Garibaldi's cam- 
paign even in Italian, In which Jan- 
guage a vast literature on Garibaldi 
has-been published, including many 
excellent essays.. In addition to 
their inestimable value aa an ac- 
curate record’ of the period, these 
volumes are written in 
which.can only be described, to use 
a hackneyed expression, as fascin- 
ating, One has but to glance at a 
page casually,'even if one Is -al- 
ready familiar with the work, to 
be unable to stop reading. One's 
only doubt in reading Trevelyan on 
Garibaldi is which of the three 
volumes ig the. best.. One always 
feels that.the one which one hap- 
‘pens to be reading at the moment 
must be the best, because the 
‘others could not possibly be as 
good! The publishers are greatly 
to be congratulated for their en- 


terprise in issuing a cheap reprint]: 


of the volumes, and in thus mak- 
ing this: wonderful atory pecessible 
-to an ever wider public. But al- 
though the edition is cheap, it is 
admirably produced and‘ provided 
wwith the same useful maps and il- 
lustrations as the original edition: 
* * * 

In the firat volume (“Garibaldi’s 
Defence of the Roman Republic”) 
we are told the astounding story of 
the defence of-Rome in’ 1849 by a 
band: of ill-organised and ill-equip- 
ped but heroic volunteers against 
the overwhelming ‘forces of the 
-highly-disciplined French army, 

and then of the retreat to Ravenna. 
“Garibaldi and the Thousand” des- 
cribes the expedition to Sicily, 
which overcame the {mmunerable 
and apparently insuperable ob- 
stacles to the unity of Italy, aris- 
ing after the unfinished campaign 
of 1859. The third volume (“Gart- 
baldi and the’ Making ‘of Italy”) 
eovers Garibaldi’s march. from the 
Straits of Messina through . the 
mainland territories ‘of the Bour- 
bon Kingdom, ending up with the 
battle of the Volturno. Professor 
Trevelyan stops here, although it 
‘was not .the end of Garibaldl’s 
career. He evidently: believes that 
the victory on the Volturno, follow- 
ed by Gartbaldi’s magnanimous re- 
nunclation of power and his return 
to Caprera for the good of Italy, 
marked the last stage of the epic 
perlod of the hero's life. The As- 
promonte and Mentana campaigns 
were not satisfactory episodes and 
indicated a decline of Garibaldi’s 
powers and his increasing subjec- 
tion to the influence of his less re- 
liable followers: The quixotic’ ex- 
pedition to Dijon was the last beat 
of the warrior’s generous heart, for 
he then, unlike Mazzini, forgot and 
forgave France for her. action in 
1849 and rushed to her. aid in the 
hour of her dire need,. incidentally 
inflicting. on the Prussians their 
only defeat in the war’ of 1870-71. 
But it was-only a flash; Garlbaldi 
the giant ceased to be after 1861, |
